House with that end in view. ' One bill, 
introduced by Mr. Hill, of New Jersey, 
provides that the postage for domestic 
letters shall be two cents for each half ounce 
or fraction thereof; another, introduced 
by Mr. Jones, of the same state, provides 
that the rate shall be three ee«t? f^r -??.<?h 
full ounce and oi:e cent for each add 
tioual fraction of an ounce, and auolhei 
by Mr. DeMotte, of Indiana, provide 
that three cents for each ounce or fractio 
thereof shall be the fixed rate. 
Of thes 


plans those of Mr. Jones and Mr. De 
Motte, while cheapening the rate of post 
age, would be of little benefit to the peo 
pie who need cheaper postage. 
It ha 


been estimated that only one in forty o 
the whole number of letters sent thr 
the post office weighs more than one-hal 
ounce, arid so very few would be bene 
fitted by the change. 


Mr. Hill's plan is really of the grentes 


benefit to the greater number of the peo- 
ple. 
For years Mr. Hill was an advocat< 


of the postal card find was instrument 
iu securing the adoption of the system 
This was in the line of cheaper postagt 
and instead of decreasing the revomii 
from the postoffice. as the opponents o: 
the system claimed it would, on the con" 
trary it has been a decided stimulus to 
the use of the mail facilities.

eight years that the postal card 1ms been 
in use, a net revenue of more than $13-, 
000,000, has been realized by it; and it v 
thought that with increasing population 
and tho general expansion of business, 
the government can safely afford to give 
to the people a cheaper postage.

THE COLORATION OF THE 
CAT. 


The coloration and murkingK of tho do- 


inestic eat, as might ho expected* from its 
mixed timjin. vm-y 
('Xfcedingly. 
The 


wild felidte, whieh range in size from 
that of fhe lion and tiger down to (lie 
pretty rusty colored of rubiginous cat of 
India j which is only sonic sixteen inches 
in length, exeliulinjj the tail, vary vory 
muuh in color, and also in Uie disposition 
of the marks, not only in (he difforent 
animals, hut also in the same species. So 
imitih is this Ihe cawe that no less than 
four or five supposed species have been 
made out of one, namely, 
the American 


ocelot; and the leopard and panther, 
though regarded by most naturalists an 
mere 
varieties of the same species, 


are 
popularly 
regarded 
as 
being 


distinct. 
As such variations lake place 


in-well-defined species, it is not surpris- 
ing that they should occur in tho mixed 
progeny of (he smaller race which con- 
stitutes our domestic variety. 
Tims we 


have the tawny color of Ihe lion in the 
small Siamese domestic eat: Ihn stripes 
of the tiger are 
reproduced in 
many 


tabbies; these stripes breaking up, u.s 
they do more or ICKS perfectly, into spots, 
not only in many wild species, hut also 
iu those cats that are shown as spoiled 
tabbies at our cat shows. 
Tho little ru- 


biginous cat, which has repeatedly inter- 
bred wilh Ihe domeslie cut of India, is a 
good example of a spoiled 
wild cat of 


small size. 
The markiiigsof tho clouded 


tiger, .Feliilie nmerocelis, are reproduced 
in 
many 
of 
our 
varieties. 
The 


black 
variety 
of leopard, 
which oc- 


curs 
wild, 
Itas 
its 
analoge 
in 


our black cats, and some of the wild cats 
occupying the snow-covered mountains 
of India are almost white. 
From the 


vagrant and nocturnal habits of cats there 
is more difficulty in breeding them true 
to any particular color and marking than 
occurs in the case of most other domestic 
animals, but, 
nevertheless, 
much has 


been done in determining the transmis- 
sion of colors, and some exceedingly in- 
teresting facts have been 
ascertained. 


Tho true tortoiso^holl, as distinguished 
from tho tortoise-shell and white, occurs 
only in the female (excepting in very rare 
instances); on the contrary, the red or 
sandy tabby marking, which is common 
in the male, is rare in the female. 
In 


fact, the sandy tabby male may bo ro- 
^:ir;lsd KB the mate of the 
tortoise-shell 


female; by duo care, however, both of 
these markings can be produced in Iho 
two sexes. 
In what is called (ho tor- 


toise-shell and white, which occurs fre- 
quently in both sexes, the sandy and 
black are not mixed together, as occurs 
in the true tortoise-shell, but separated 
info large patches nf pure color. 
In 


some pied cats there is a tendency to a 
symmetrical arrangement nf colors; this 
is most noticeable in the black and win to. 
Another singular mixture of colors which 
may be noticed occasionally is the com- 
bination 
of gray 
tabby, red 
tabby 


and white, the latter becoming irregu- 
larly and variously distributed. The hmg 
hair of the Angora breed is analogous to 
the natural variations sometimes occur- 
ring in wild specins, as the woolly cheetah 
from South Africa uifd the long-haired 
tiger of the north of Asia.-[London 
Hold.

The dwarf pear delights more, per- 


haps, iu the pruning kuifo than anynllier 
fruit tree, except the grape; but insliwl 
of shorlening iu the vigorous shoots, 
whicli arc the life of the troo. ami leav- 
ing the weak and half-dead wood, il is 
this small trash (hat should bo cut nwin. 
Then, again, wo have to look at (he litieH- 
lions of growth or fnillfuhiess. 
If a tree 


is already growing with 
groat 
vigor, 


pruning will only induce a more vigor- 
ous foliaceotis growth, 
which is antago- 


nistic to frnitfulness. 
And again, if not 


growing as vigorously as we desire, one 
good pruning may remedy this. 
1'ruu- 


iug is a grcal art, and yet- one which is 
soon understood, if wo rollout on a few 
fundamental truths. 


Grape vines in the open air, on arlmrs 


ami trellises, should have their pruning 
finished before tlio' warm spring days net 
iu, or they will bleed.

jure tllem much, but it looks badly.

pruning must bo regulated by the' condi- 
tion of tlio vine.

ontting down, with the advantage of not 
sacrificing a. year's crop of fruit. 


Pruning of most kinds of fruits IIIK 


been accomplished 
through the winter. 


It is customary, however, to leave 
the 


peach till towards spring, iu order to cut 
out any woodllmtinay lie injured through 
the winter. 
In oilier respects, the peach 


should have little pruning at (his season, 
;ts it (ends only to make it grow more 
luxuriously; and a (oo vigorous growlli is 
a fault of the peach in this climate. 
The 


only prnning admissible is ihiu which has 
for its object tlio introduction of shoots 
iu naked or desirable places. 
After a 


crop has been borne, however, prnning 
may be inoro severely practised.
